It happens that years ago a fan whose name I've forgotten sent me this same quotation 
from Edmun^f Burks, hand-lettered add f named. When I look up from my desk I see It* 

In the reading this morning I was reminded of David's asking me about the Nazi pri- 
soners I guarded in World War II. There is something X forgot to tell him in the brjgSif 
answer I gave him* they were still Nazis. 

They sang often and well. Their flavorite song was "We Are the Lords of the Earth." 

What other Nazi prisoners may have been I do not know because these were the relati- 
vely young crack troops of Rommel's Afrika feorps, captured in Sicily. 

There was easy fraternization, probably the wrong word, on the ship, and they bartend 
'with us for cigarettes. I do not recall how the other 31 of us soldiers treated them but I 
; never bargained with them. I accepted their offer or I didn't. X got a beautiful silver 
land' jade ring with a secret compartment, A presume for dope, and gave it to an osteo- 
path who did my damaged back a world of good when he admired it and a woman's lapel 
watch for Id-1. I remember that all I was asked for it was a carton of cigarettes. I had 
(friends in the Navy gun crew, they got cigarettes for 60d a carton, and that Nazi told 
me this history of that watch. 

He had just taken it fnom a British soldier the Nazis had taken prisoner. The 
Britisher had been given the watch by a Tunisian whore. The Tunisians were so glad to be 
liberated from the Nazis even the whores celebrated and one gave this British soldier 
her watwh. As I recall it is a Longines that says "Tunis" on it. It has a hand-painted 
porcelain face, with a tiny nick missing, ^’his Nazi was quite shameless in telling me its 
history. ... .Again thanks and we look forward to a repeat perf ormanxe .
